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PREFACE 


In  submitting  my  twenty-second  Annual  Report  on  the 
health  of  Glossop  for  1941,  a few  brief  remarks  can  be  made. 
Two  years  and  ten  months  have  passed  since  the  outbreak  of 
war,  therefore  it  might  be  thought  possible  to  be  able  to  give 
an  opinion  of  the  general  effects  of  it  on  the  health  of  the 
population ; a little  can  be  said  and  the  points  are : Infantile 
Mortality  remains  low;  in  fact,  that  for  1941  was  38.6,  the  lowest 
ever  recorded  in  the  Borough,  and  in  1940  it  was  42,  also  a low 
figure.  For  this  satisfactory  condition,  in  addition  to  the 
excellent  work  done  by  our  Health  Visitors  and  the  Welfare 
Clinics.  I think  that  the  giving  by  the  Ministry  of  Health  of 
the  Cod  Liver  Oil  and  Fruit  Juices  has  been  materially  helpful, 
and  the  Ministries  of  Health  and  Food  deserve  great  praise  for 
their  enterprise  in  providing  them. 

Regarding  school  children,  while  there  appears  to  be  no 
undue  mortality  and  serious  morbidity  there  are  undoubtedly 
some  disquieting  factors;  for  instance,  in  an  investigation  of  the 
nutrition  of  130  boys  of  about  11  years  in  1941,  it  was  found 
that  their  growth  rate  had  been  reduced  as  regards  weight  by 
over  50  per  cent  and  in  height  by  about  20  per  cent  as  compared 
with  the  pre-war  rates.  While  their  strength  appeared  to  be 
about  normal,  their  endurance  was  found  by  two  different  tests 
to  be  greatly  reduced.  There  has  also  been  an  increase  in  the 
incidence  of  Scabies  and  Lousiness.  On  the  other  hand,  deaths* 
from  Infectious  Disease  have  been  low;  for  instance,  during  1940 
and  1941  there  have  been  no  deaths  due  to  Measles,  Whooping 
Cough,  Diphtheria,  Scarlet  Fever,  Enteric  or  Epidemic  Diarrhoea. 
There  have  been  some  deaths  from  Influenza,  6 in  1940,  and  5 in 
1941,  and  there  were  also  outbreaks  of  Measles  and  Whooping 
Cough  during  1940 ; in  this  latter  year  691  cases  of  Measles  were 
notified,  with  no  deaths. 

Regarding  the  incidence  and  disability  caused  by  general 
diseases  there  is  no  accurate  information  available  to  public 
health  authorities;  this  is  a serious  defect  in  public  health 
administration,  and  it  should  be  one  of  the  things  which  should 
be  remedied  after  the  war.  The  institution  of  a State  Medical 
Service  would  bring  this  about,  and  also  give  health  authorities, 


* There  have  been  no  deaths  in  Glossop  for  the  period  1940,  1941  up  to  the 
end  of  July,  1942,  from  Diphtheria,  Scarlet  Fever,  Measles,  Whooping 
Cough,  Epidemic  Diarrhoea  or  Enteric  Fever.  But  we  must  he  on  our  guard, 
for  if  epidemic  disease  does  come  it  may  be  of  a new  type  and  violent. 
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provided  the  State  service  was  linked  with  the  Public  Health 
service,  means  to  reduce  deaths  and  disability  arising  from  these 
general  diseases  in  somewhat  the  same  way  as  Infectious 
Diseases  have  been  reduced.  In  carrying  out  this  reform  the 
Public  Health  services  should  also  be  linked  with  the  Indus- 
trial Medical  services;  for  the  separation  of  these  services  is  a 
serious  defect  of  our  National  Health  organisation. 

The  carrying  out  of  these  measures  would  mean  the  instal- 
lation of  clinics,  not  only  for  children  but  for  the  general  popula- 
tion, such  clinics  being  fitted  with  appliances  and  staff  to  give 
the  general  practitioners  assistance  in  diagnosis  and  treatment, 
e.g.,  X-rays,  means  for  various  diagnostic  tests,  including  blood 
sugar  estimation  and  such  like,  nursing  assistance,  massage  and 
physio-therapy,  also  the  availability  of  prompt  specialist 
assistance  and  hospital  treatment. 

Space  does  not  allow  me  to  say  more,  but  it  has  long  been 
obvious  that  medical  science  could  do  much  more  to  save  life 
and  endow  people  generally  with  greater  health  and  a zest  for 
living.  This  time,  opportunity  after  the  war  should  not  be  lost 
for  instituting  the  reforms  necessary  for  the  purpose.  Well  do 
I remember  attending  a great  medical  meeting  at  Bristol  in  1920 
at  which  Lord  Dawson  of  Penn  was  present,  and  at  which  things 
of  this  nature  were  considered  with  great  enthusiasm,  but,  alas! 
what  might  be  called  the  influences  of  the  “hard-faced  men”  in 
the  end  prevailed  and  little  was  done. 

Since  November,  1941,  to  July,  1942,  approximately  400 
school  children  have  been  examined,  measured  and  tested  under 
the  Vitamin  Test  Scheme,  and,  in  addition,  in  co-ordination  with 
the  scheme  examinations  re  scurvy  and  Vit.  A avitaminosis,  etc., 
have  been  carried  out.  It  would  seem,  so  far  as  we  have  gone, 
that  great  care  will  need  to  be  taken  to  prevent  scurvy,  and 
though  steps  have  been  taken  to  deal  with  this  for  children 
under  school  age,  for  children  having  school  dinners  (as  per 
circular  1594,  July  3rd,  1941,  Board  of  Education)  care  will 
need  to  be  taken  that  they,  like  other  members  of  the  population, 
get  the  raw  vegetables  with  meals  as  advised  by  Sir  Wilson 
Jameson,  Chief  Medical  Officer  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  April, 
1942,  in  a wireless  broadcast. 

I desire  to  thank  the  members  of  the  Town  Council,  my 
colleagues  and  staff  for  co-operation  and  help  given  during  the 
year.

Your  Worship,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

As  there  is  a scarcity  of  paper,  I am  again  presenting  my 
Report  in  a very  shortened  manner. 

SCAVENGING:  HOUSE  AND  TRADE  REFUSE. 

The  number  of  Ash  Bins,  Sanitary  Conveniences,  etc.,  in 
this  Borough  is  approximately  4 privy  middens,  57  pail  closets, 
28  ashpits,  4,000  ash  bins,  477  waste  water  closets,  and  3,937 
fresh  water  conveniences  (including  those  in  use  at  the  new 
works).

DAIRIES,  COWSHEDS  AND  MILKSHOPS. 

The  number  of  persons  whose  residence  is  in  the  Borough 
and  who  are  selling  milk  here  is  100.  This  figure  is  made  up  as 
follows : 47  Dairies  and  53  Milkshops.  Milk  is  also  sold  in  the 
Borough  by  farmers  who  reside  outside  the  Borough  area.  These 
total  31. 

MILK  SUPPLY. 

The  number  of  Raw  Milk  samples  analysed  by  the  Public 
Analyst  was  21.  The  Certificates  received  show  that  14 
samples  were  “Genuine,”  four  of  the  other  samples  were  found 
to  contain  extraneous  water  in  amounts  varying  from  0.7  per 
cent  to  34.8  per  cent.  Two  other  samples  were  slightly  deficient 
in  non-fatty  solids,  and  another  sample  had  a fat  deficit  of  1.6 
per  cent.  The  vendors  all  gave  satisfactory  explanations  of  the 
various  contraventions  of  the  Act.  Further  samples  were  taken 
and  these  were  found  to  be  “Genuine.” 

CLEANLINESS  OF  MILK. 

Six  samples  of  Milk  have  been  obtained  for  Bacteriological 
Examination.  No  Bacilli  Coli  nor  Tubercle  Bacilli  were  present 
and  the  Bacterial  Counts  were  low. 
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BACTERIOLOGICAL  EXAMINATION  OF  MILK,  CREAM, 

ICE  CREAM  AND  WATER. 

Two  samples  of  Raw  Milk  and  four  of  Pasteurised  Milk  have 
been  bacteriologically  tested.  The  results  obtained  were  good. 
Three  samples  of  drinking  water  were  also  tested  with  satisfac- 
tory results. 


FOOD  AND  DRUGS  ACT,  1938. 

During  the  year  1941  we  have  had  46  samples  of  Food  and 
Drugs  analysed  by  the  Public  Analyst  (H.  Heap,  Esq.).  Some 
of  these  samples  were  Informal.  Two  of  the  latter  were  found 
to  contain  extraneous  water.  Investigations  revealed  that  a 
defective  cooler  in  one  case  was  the  cause  of  the  contravention 
and  in  the  other  a dishonest  farm  boy  was  the  culprit.  Further 
formal  samples  have  been  found  “Genuine.”  The  various 
articles  dealt  with  by  our  analyst  were  Milk,  Sausages,  Sand- 
wiches, Butter,  Cream  of  Tartar  and  Tartaric  Acid. 


MEAT  AND  FOOD  INSPECTION.

Various  proprietary  poison  baits  and  the  gas  machine  are  used 
to  destroy  these  pests.  We  are  still  unable  to  obtain  certain 
Poison  Baits.

2 —  Methods  employed:  Interiors  of  rooms  are  sprayed  with  liquid 
Insecticides  and  fumigated  with  Fumoids  or  Sulphur  Candles; 
frames,  casings  and  other  woodwork  are  loosened  or  removed 
if  found  necessary. 

3 —  If  necessary  all  rooms  and  furniture  are  treated  as  above  (2) 
before  tenants  from  other  houses  are  allowed  to  become 
occupiers  of  any  houses  owned  by  this  Council.

DISINFECTION  AND  DISINFESTATION.

This  figure  includes  rooms  which  have 
been  disinfected  after  cases  of  a malignant  disease  and  houses 
which  were  found  to  be  insect  infested.
